Down in the "Land O' Cotton"—Ar- 


kansas Crops Good. 


Memphis, Tenn., October 24, 1910. 
This is the largest city in the state. 
While the state has a state-wide pro- 
hibition law liquor is sold here by 
any one who pays the $25.00 per 
year as a government license. 
The 
law is as a dead letter here and the 
cit3 is -without the thousands of reve- 
nue in shape of license fees. The po- 
lice won't arrest the saloon keepers. 
They "stand pat" with those who 
want to sell the stuff in all its varie- 
ties. One rarely sees a drunken man 
on the streets and this city of 100,000 
is as quiet as any other of a similar 
size. 


Here are some of the facts and 
figures that may be a wonder to many 
ot your readers: 
Memphis has an 
area of 19 square miles, 300 miles of 
streets, 150 miles of paved streets 
(How many has Bedford?), 200 miles 
ot electric railways; the water works 
capacity is 40,000,000 gallons in 24 
hours, all pumped from artesian 
wells. These vary in depth from 300 
to 1,000 feet, 
very nice to 
scarcity at all. 


Thirteen fire engines drawn by 87 


of the finest and fattest horses with 
200 firemen constitute the city's fire 
department, while 30 banks are open 
from 9 a. m. to 3 p. m., ready and 
eager to handle and care for all the 
money that you wish to place in their 
charge for safekeeping 


Two 
hundred seventy-five blue 
coats with light gray helmets walk 
the streets, preserve order and pre- 
vent those crossing the streets from 
being run down by the cars, wagons 
and innumerable autos which are 
hurrying and scurrying hither and 
thither all the while. 
Three hundred ninety-five teachers 
are hard at work trying to teach 
the youth their "abc" and the older 
ones those principles which will make 
them of use in after life. These chil- 
dren are housed and cared for in 42 
fine school houses, and their number, 
while not quite legion, is near it, as 
the number is away over 20,000. 


Seventy-five 
picture 'shows 
and 
seven theatres have open doors Sun- 
day and week days. One on Sunday 
here can buy anything he has the 
money to pay for. 
'Tis a great manufacturing place, 
there being almost 600 plants, all 
doing a rushing business. 
The 11 
trunk lines of railroads here are all 
busy, some hauling one thing, some 
another; while each one takes a hand 
in hauling and delivering to the vari- 
ous large wholesale grocery houses 
Fort Bedford P-nuts and Fort Bed- 
ford P-nut butter. Twenty thousand 
telephones are installed here and 
many folks go visiting by these, even 
discussing the looks of Nancy on the 
street with her new hobble dress. It 
is worth the price of a good dinner to 
see some of these try to get on a 
street car or step over a dog that may 
be on the sidewalk. 


Twelve hospitals have ample facili- 
ties for administering to the sick and 
injured. The sick are not many; the 
city is one ot the nealthiest in the 
land, its death rate being third of all 
cities. 
This means that few die and 


less go away; all luce the city ot 
Memphis very much. 
'Tis the largest inland cotton mar- 
ket in the land and one to see the 
staple come in here, who had never 
seen much cotton, would open his 
eyes. Tho hardwood lumber market 
here is large. 
Much is worked up 
nto turniture and veneering. There 
las never been any trouble here with 
the laboring element; never have had 
a strike. 
But few foreigners are 
here, yet the half of the 100,000 are 
negroes. 
Here they have the great 
Mississippi River with perpetual deep 
water navigation and this is the home 
port lor about 200 steamboats. All 
in all Memphis is a great city and the 
county has over 600 miles of good 
turnpike road; every foot of it was 
made by those who had transgressed 
the laws of God and man, convicts. 
Coming down town a tew morning: 


ago I saw first two white girls; these 
did not look at all tough; behind 
these came four colored girls and 
behind these were 16 colored men; 
the latter had a chain two feet long j 
coupling each pair together and a 
long chain ran from the first pair to 
an officer in the rear. It was fasten- 
ed to his left wrist; in his right hand 
he carried a gun about a foot long 
and trotting at his heels was a fair 
sized dog. 
I toddled along till I 
learned that he was taking the whole 
bunch to another county for trial; 
that four of the negro men were be- 
ing held for wilful murder. 
I did 


not hear about the women. 
I have been in Arkansaw, as it is 
pronounced, for a week. This is a 
great state; has lots of most elegant 
prairie land and thousands of acres 
of the worst swamps. 
People who 
come here and go out and inhale the 
dew are sure to get the chills, often 
shake enough to shake the buttons off 
their clothes.

in Arkansas; corn averages from 35 
to 50 bushels per acre; wheat from 
10 to 20; oats from 50 to 70, while 1 
alfalta makes tour or five cuttings a 
season, and each cutting is worth 
about $10 per acre. 


The long season down this way 
makes it possible for the farmer to 
grow two crops each year on the 
same land. He often plants potatoes 
in January and markets tnem in May; 
then he will plant corn and peas on 
this potato ground. His potatoes usu- 
ally yield 100 bushels per acre, while 
he ought to get 20 bushels of peas 
per acre on tins same ground. I am 
told that farmers often plant corn in 
February. 
I do know for a fact that I have 


suffered more during the past two 
weeks in this state from the heat than 
I ever did north in midsummer.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Matt, xxvi, 1-16. 


Memory 
Verse, 
13—Golden 
Text, 


Mark. xiv. 8—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
We are to have five lessons in this 


chapter, the ,greater portion of which 
is recorded by Mark and Luke also. 
The first five verses and the last three 
are in the regular order of events, two 
days before the Passover, and Jesus 
again announces that He is to be cru- 
cified (verse 2). The record says that 
not only had the chief priests, scribes 
and elders determined to kill Hu*. but 
they were actually consulting as to 
how they could do it In a quiet man- 
ner- without an uproar, for they"'feared 
the people. "Then entered' Satan into 
Judas, surnamed Iscariot. being of the 
number of the twelve, and he went his 
way and communed with the chief 
priests and captains how he might be- 
tray Him unto them," and for thirry 
pieces of silver he agreed to do it i:i 
;he absence of the multitude (verse 1~>: 
Luke xxii, 3-0). Luke also tells -us 
:hat during thesis last days He was in 
the daytime teaching in the temple, 
and at night He went out and abode 
in the mount that is called thi> Mount 
of Olives (xxi. 37). After such a rec- 
ord concerning Him whose witnesses 
we are and whose steps we are to fol- 
low shall we ever again complain if 
we are hated for His sake, if one who 
professed to be our friend joins the 
enemy against us. 


The anointing by Mary is recorded 


by Mark and John also, but not by 
Luke. 
In Luke vii, 36-50, there is a 


record of an anointing which was also 


the house of a man called- Simon, 


but that Simon was no friend of Jesus, 
and the. •woman is unnamed and was 
confessedly a sinful woman. 


The event of our lesson today was 


six days before the Passover, and it 
•was at Bethany, in the house of Simon 
the leper, and Martha and Mary and 
Lazarus were all present They made 
Elm. a:'supper, and Martha served, and 
Lazarus was one of. them that sat at 
the table with Him (John orii. 1. 2). It 
was: on that evening that Mary took 
the pound of very precious ointment- 
of spikenard and brake the alabaster 
box and poured it both on His head 
and; on His. feet as He sat at meat, 
and the house was fiUed':with the odor 
of the ointment 
Compare the three 


records. Mary, like the other woman, 
wiped His feet with her hair, but the 
other wiped her. own tears with which 
she had washed His feet, while Mary 
wiped the*i after she had anointed 
them with the ointment (Lujte Til, 38: 
John xii. j).. In the one case it was the 
heartfelt gratitude of a truly penitent 
sinner, while In the other It was the 
devotion . of true worship and 
an 


anointing: beforehand for His burial, 
for He said so. and He knew her heart 
and her, purpose. My own conviction 
Is that; Mary: had received His words 
concerning His. cruel death at the 
bands:of His • enemies and knew that 
it would therefore be. Impossible tor 
His friends; to show" any kindness to 
His body then, as far as she could see; 
and she, had, made preparation and 
had .watched' for her 
opportunity, 


which has now. come. Can any' one 
say that He. knowing all things, had 
not arranged this stop at Bethany spe- 
cially for her sake? The other women, 
who. r.like: Peter and John and the rest 
of His;disciples, had not received His 
sayings concerning 
His 
sufferings, 


bought spices after His death and 
burial to anoint His body when the 
Sabbath had passed, but they never 
used them for that purpose, so that 
Mary.was the .only -woman frho was 
privileged to anoint Him for burial. 


Those who receive all His words 


have blessings beyond all others. Some 
one has suggested that in the three. 
Martha. Mary and Lazarus, taken to- 
gether, we have what constitutes a 
well rounded Christian life—Lazarus, 
the power of a resurrection iife. be- 
cause that by reason of him many of 
the Jews went away and believed on 
Jesus (John xii. 11): Martha, restful 
service, because, that here we do not* 
read of her being cumbered, as on a 
former occa**e»; Mary, true devotion 
and worship, for such is always cost- 
ly. 
David said. "Neither will I offer 


burnt offerings unto the Lord my 
God of that which doth cost me noth- 
ing" (II Sam. xxiv. 24). Let us pon- 
der, as in His sight, the cost of our 
worship of and devotion to Him. Fi- 
nancially how does it compare with 
our worship of self and the world? If 
we become as devoted to Him as Mary 
was not only will some Judas criti- 
cise us, but many professedly devoted 
ones will find fault also, for, while no 
one will, perhaps, condemn our love 
for self and this present world, many 
will protest ngni-nst too much devo 
tion to Jesus Christ. 
Well, let them, 


if only we •«• IKJVP His "She hath 
done what sho could." "She hath 
wrought a good work on me" iMark 
xiv. 6. 8). If *wJt finders with devo- 
tion to missions could by any mpnns 
hear His voice they would doubtless 
hear n "Let nlono." "Why trouble ye 
them" iverse 10: Mark xiv, Oi. Think 
of the honor c-cnifurred upon Mary in 
that a testimony concerning her love 
and devotion is given in nil the world 
wherever the jjospel is preached. Oh, 
how real devotion to Him is needed in 
our day. wh«i nil the world is open to 
the gospel and tin- jige of unparalleled 
opportunity is fast closing, and soon 
He will come a*ain to take His church 
to Himself. May we abide according 
to I John B, K.
